ABSTRACT. Pachytychius transcaucasicus Pic, 
1913, previously known from Transcaucasia, has been 
found in southern Russia (Don Valley, Rostov Prov- 
ince). 


A survey of Rostov Province weevil fauna has re- 
vealed the presence of a rare species, Pachytychius 
transcaucasicus Pic, 1913, previously known from a 
few specimens collected in Azerbaijan (Geok-Tapa) 
and Georgia (Shiraki-Vashlavani) [Caldara, 1978]. 

Species of Pachytychius Jekel, 1861 are distributed 
over Eurasia (east to Kazakhstan, Tajikistan, and India) 
and Africa (south to Chad and Zaire). The only species 
of the genus recorded so far in Russia was P. sparsutus 
Olivier, 1807, distributed across the western Palaearctic 
from Morocco and Portugal to southern half of Europe- 
an Russia, rather common in Rostov Province in sandy 
areas, and associated with Chamaecytisus (Fabaceae) 
and related psammophytic shrub genera. 

Specimens of P. transcaucasicus have been found 
in Chamaecytisus sandy steppe habitat high uphill at the 
right bank of Sukhoi Donets (tributary of Don River) in 
Krymsky township and on the right bank of Don River. 
The evidence suggests that P. transcaucasicus is close- 


ly associated with Chamaecytisus borysthenicus (Grun- 
er) Klásk.
